Report of the School Board 
of Effingham. 


We, the undersigned, respectfully submit the following re- 
port. 

The schools have been very successful the past year. 

In regard to discipline and regular attendance, the schools 
have shown an improvement on past years. 

More interest bas been shown by teachers, scholars and pa- 
rents. The teachers, with one or two exceptions, have had 
an experience of several terms before, and were, therefore, 
able to make the recitations so interesting, the school so pleas- 
ant, that it was a pleasure for pupils to attend. 

The new teachers were very successtul and gave very good 
satisfaction. 

The appropriations gave each house 21 week» schooling. 

Lord’s Hill school 21 weeks. Fall’s was entitled to 6 
weeks from 1893, four of which has been taught this year, mak- 
ing 20 weeks. Mountain was entitled to 6 weeks from 1598, 
five of which have been taught this year, making 26 weeks. 

Champion school 24 weeks, three of which was taught with 
the interest of the school fund. Center was entitled to 4 
weeks from 1893, 19 weeks having been taught this year of 
the 21 which makes 6 weeks due this school. South was 
entitled to 2 weeks from 1892, 1 week in 1894 to serve the

requirements of Maine law, which has been taught this year, 
together with 9 weeks summer term, making 12 weeks. 
Simon Hill school. The scholars were at Ossipee 9 weeks 

summer term, and in their own house 11 weeks fall term 
making 21 weeks. .
